PARIS, Nov. 13—Premier Leon 
Blum tonight refused to abandon 
his policy of non-intervention in 
Spain, as demanded by the Com- 
munists. 

In a new double offensive against 
the French neutrality position, the 
Communists submitted a resolution 
to the delegates of all Left parties 
in the Chamber of Deputies, and 
appealed directly to the executive 
committee of the Socialist Party, 
demanding that France go to the 
aid of the Spanish government. 

Blum, following «a conference 
with Foreign Minister Yvon Del- 
bes, whose own neutrality policy 
had been upheld during the day 
by a special meeting of the Radical 
Party, and with Communist and 
other Leftist Party leeders, flatly 


Thereupon the 
two orders of the day. The first, 
deploring a calumnious Rightist at- 
tack on Minister of the Interior 
Roger Salengro, passed by 427 to 
103. The other expressed confidence 
in the government, 374 to 201. 


PARIS, Nov. 13.—Rightist depu- 
ties provoked a serious fight in the 
Chamber of Deputies this afternoon 
when they interrupted a speech by 
Premier Leon Blum, hurling insults 
such as “dirty Jew.” 

Left deputies swarmed down in a 
body from their seats and a wild 
melee broke out. More than 4a 
score of fist fights were in progress 
and order was restored with diffi- 
culty by the sergeants-at- arms.

Reenacts in Life the 
Thrilling Episode in 
Soviet Film 


How a Madrid worker, Single- 
handed against six fascist tanks 
blew up two and put the rest to 
flight is described in a dispatch 
from H. Yindrich, United Press 
correspondent in Madrid: 

“One of the bravest acts I have 
seen during the civil war occurred 
during this attack [Casa de Cam- 
po]. Six tanks were advancing to- 
ward the loyalist lines. Suddenly 
a militiaman jumped out of his 
trench, two bombs in his hands, ran 
forward and threw himself flat on 
the ground. 

“The tanks advanced, . spitting 
machine-gun bullets. He remained 
motionless. When the tanks came 
near him he hurled his bombs at 
the nearest two, demolishing both 
and killing their crews. The other 
four turned around and went back 
to the rebel lines. The militiaman 
darted back into his trench, wound- 
ed through the arm.”
